Labor Glorified 
By Able Orators 
A t Union Rally 


A crowd of some 200 Salem labor­ 
ing men and friends of organized a- 
bor sat in the Highland theater for 
three hours Sunday afternoon while 
two excellent addresses on labor or­ 
ganization and lal>or questions were 
delivered, one by Thomas. J. Duffy, 
ot East Liverpool, national president 
o! the Brotherhood of Operative Pot­ 
ters. and the other by Attorney * {¡gorge 
W. Hope, of Columbus, legal advisor 
for organized labor in Ohio and presi­ 
dent of the state musicians' union. 
This labor rally was held under the 
auspices of the Salem Trades and La­ 
bor assembly, whose president, Peter 
Ferguson, introduced the 
speakers. 
Music v\a> furnished for the meet­ 
ing by the Quaker City band. 
The first speaker of the afternoon, 
Mr. Duffy, expatiated on .the 
value 
and necessity of organized labor to 
the man who toils for his daily bread. 
He referred to the sufferings of the 
patriots in the great W ar of the Re­ 
bellion. which strife made possible a 
government that has presented 
the 
opportunities now before the people 
of this country. 
But that strife did 
not change human nature and vice 
and corruption in the management of 
the government lias resulted. 
“ There is a duty to be performed 
that 
can 
be accomplished only 
by 
banding ourselves together as an or­ 
ganization and taking a stand against 
corruption and dishonesty. 
W e have 
the same battle to fight as in the 
ages ago, that of right against might." 


The speaker then took up the folly 
and injustice of this principle and re 
called the desire of Napoleon Bona 
part to have his country rule and his 
means of gaining power by force 
A l­ 
though 
Napoleon 
was 
the 
greatest 
military general of his age he did 
nothing to bring him love, not did 
he uplift civilization. Christianity or 
even his own land. 
"That ambition to strive for spoils 
is the same that 
is prompting our 
Napoleons of finance to gain power 
and in so doing they 
are violating 
the laws of this country. 
When their 
desire for gold brings on a panic, they 
are as guilty a> Napoleon and their 
power is as destructive to the com­ 
forts and happiness of human life as 
the power wielded by Napoleon. “ Or­
